We at the Sierra Madre News have been profiling 
potential candidates for quite some time now. As of 
Monday, December 22, candidates have been able to 
pick up papers to announce their candidacy. Though 
it won’t be official until those papers are turned in to 
City Clerk Nancy Schollenberger, at the time of this 
writing, five candidates have taken out papers. We 


told you about four of them: George Maurer, Rob Stock¬ 
ly, Glenn Lambdin, and Darrell Brooke. Also preparing 
to file is Bill Tice, a former candidate. 

No word at the time of this writing to confirm whether 
possible candidates Jim Hester or Clem Bartolai will be 
running. The rumor mill has it that potential candidate 
Caroline Brown will not be picking up papers, although 


the filing deadline is not until January 16, and will be 
extended briefly if incumbent Jim Hester opts to not run. 
Kris Miller Fisher is still expected to file. 

"I cannot believe the response this election. I’ve had 
these appointments since last week. They are really 
geared up for this one." said Schollenberger.

Sharing the history of * 
the Candlelight Walk with 
me at this year’s event was 
Reverend Richard Ander¬ 
son from Sierra Madre 
Congregational Church. A 
man by the name of Bob 
Van der Zaags came up 
with the idea of a commu¬ 
nity Christmas event about 
25 years ago. As a new 
pastor at Bethany Church 
he waited something that 
would reach out to the 
town. Thus, he had a plat¬ 
form set up in Kersting 
Court and his Bethany 
Choir gave a performance 
for all to enjoy. The fol¬ 
lowing year Reverend 
Anderson joined in. He 
was also new to the com¬ 
munity at the time and 
shared the same vision. 
The next year they asked 
St Rita’s and Sierra Madre 
United Methodist Church 
to come aboard. Over the 
years the event has 
evolved to include seven 
different religious affilia¬ 
tions working together 
with the City of Sierra 
Madre, Police and Fire 
Departments, and the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The community was 
well lit by more than can¬ 
dlelight at this year’s Can¬ 
dlelight Walk Sunday 
night. The event began 
with hot cider and donuts 
served at St. Rita’s Church 
where the walk would be¬ 
gin. As we readied for our 
procession, candles of var¬ 
ied shapes and sizes were 
lit. A sense of community 
warmth filled the air as we 
strolled down Baldwin 
Avenue to Kersting Court 
singing carolp. Smiles 
were shared amongst 
strangers. Couples walked 
arm in arm exchanging 
kisses. Children were 
hugged and babies cra¬ 
dled. Dogs on leashes 
joined in with their mas¬ 


ters. A lady dressed as a 
Christmas tree added to 
the festive atmosphere. 

The clear sky allowed 
for a spectacular view of 
the city lights.

A Christmas Story- TIlG Silver Box 


You know one thing I love about this 
job? When I get the opportunity to real¬ 
ly blast off at something that annoys me. 
That doesn’t happen too often, which is 
kind of unfortunate, because I rant and 
rave pretty well. However, I have a spe¬ 
cial Christmas treat; I have been given 
the opportunity to do so! And here’s my 
special Christmas present to you all: 
You are all entitled to my opinion! If it’s 
not what you wanted for Christmas, 
please return my two cents to the address 
found on page two of this newspaper. 

What’s on my mind this time is the 
almost $5 mil¬ 
lion a jury 
awarded actress 
Hunter Tylo, 
who was fired 
from Melrose 
Place last year 
after a pregnan¬ 
cy during which 
she gained 47 
pounds. Tylo 
sued Spelling 
Entertainment 
Inc. and Spell¬ 
ing Television 
Inc. for lost 
wages and emo¬ 
tional distress. 

Oh, quick Sierra 
Madre tie-in: At 
least one episode of Melrose Place was 
filmed right here in Sierra Madre, at 
Kersting Court and on N. Baldwin. 

Jurors said that the deliberations fol¬ 
lowed gender lines only after monetary 
damages were discussed. Bad news for 
Aaron Spelling; the jury was comprised 
of 10 women and two men, and in civil 
cases, only a 9-juror agreement is re¬ 
quired. Though the award was nearly 
double the $2.5 million Tylo asked for, 
one juror was quoted as saying she 
would have been willing to award up to 
$7 million. 

T have some a.stoundinR news for you 
all. Men and women are substantively 
different. Sometimes these differences 
work in the favor of women. For exam¬ 
ple, men still have to register for the 
draft, while women do not. Trivial? 
Hardly. Half a million Americans fought 
in Vietnam, and some 51,000 plus didn’t 
returned. A good portion of those were 
in the service against their will, because 
for men, the options are to register for 
the draft or to go to prison. For women, 
there’s a third option: Check the box that 
says “exempt”. This is one way in which 
women have it better. 

Sometimes, the differences work in 
the favor of men. For example, women 
get pregnant and have to give birth. I’ll 
be honest with you; I wouldn’t want any 
part of that one. I have yet to talk to a 
woman who has been through anything 
as painful as childbirth. This is one way 
in which men undoubtedly have it bet¬ 
ter. 

The contract that Tylo signed stated 
that she would not undergo a “material 
change in appearance”. The essence of 
the dispute can be broken down into two 
simple questions. 1) Does a 47-pound 
weight gain constitute a material change 
in appearance? I think the answer to that 
question is clearly that it does. The sec¬ 
ond question is, does being pregnant 
excuse Tylo from her contractual obli¬ 
gation, in a business in which appear¬ 
ance is a major factor? The answer, 
again, should be no. 

The essence of feminism, and of 
women’s rights, has been oversimplifred 
to many people to simply advocate any 
cause of any women against any man. 
This is a negligent shortcut to rational 
thought Not surprisingly, Gloria Allred 
was one of Tylo’s attorneys, portraying 
her as a victim. A victim with a contract 
lucrative enough that her lost wages to¬ 
talled almost a million dollars. The es¬ 
sence of feminism is not “The woman is 
always right”. The essence of feminism 
is freedom of choice. Hunter Tylo had a 
choice to make between having a child 
during the filming of Melrose Place and 
putting h^ family on bold to further her 
career^ Many of us are faced with choos¬ 
ing between family and career, on some 
level. Perluqis some of you will be woik- 
ing on Christmas. I applaud her right to 
make that choice, and I applaud her 


choice; however, having made that 
choice, you don’t get to play it both 
ways. You make the choice which 
you’re entitled to, not as a woman, but 
as a person. You make it as best you can, 
and you live with the consequences, 
which were spelled out in a contract she 
chose to sign. 

There were the typical red herrings 
that surface in any legal case. Heather 
Locklear testified that Spelling had 
worked around her pregnancy. They are 
two different performers in an entertain¬ 
ment industry, and they had two differ¬ 
ent contracts. 
When Michael 
Jordan retires 
from basketball, 
is the Bulls’ next 
shooting guard 
going to demand 
his salary and 
say, “Well, you 
did THIS for 
Michael...”? Of 
course not. 

A couple of 
jurors felt that 
Tylo “could 
have played a 
seductress while 
pregnant.” Won¬ 
derful. I am in¬ 
clined to think 
that none of them is a television produc¬ 
er with the background of an Aaron 
Spelling, whose job in a multi-million 
dollar industry is to determine what will 
sell to audiences. I wonder what juror 
number 7 thinks should go opposite 
Jeopardy at 7:00 p.m.. I’m sure he’s 
eminently qualified to assess the situa¬ 
tion. 

I’m here to tell you, it wasn’t Aaron 
Spelling who broke the contract he had 
with Hunter Tylo; it was Tylo. Pregnan¬ 
cy is incidental. It describes the WHY of 
her “material change in appearance,” but 
the why isn^t the issue. The issue is that 
she agreed not to have a material change 
of appearance in the first place. $4 mil¬ 
lion in emotional distress for someone 
who clearly violated the terms of her 
own contract. That’s a lot of distress. 

The careless reader will probably 
surmise from this piece that I am misog- 
ynistic, or at the very least, indifferent 
or oblivious to “women’s issues”. That’s 
simply not true. The fact of the matter 
is, I believe that cases such as this, al¬ 
though on the surface a victory for wom¬ 
en, are in fact detrimental to the larger 
cause of equal rights, by virtue of the 
fact that they undermine its credibility. 
It’s another example of the ever-increas¬ 
ing trend of victimization in America. 
“Well, Hunter Tylo shouldn’t have to 
keep the terms of her contract. She’s a 
woman...women get pregnant.” You 
might as well argue “If Joe Blow hadn’t 
had those 12 beers, he wouldn’t have run 
those people over.” 

There is a simple response to this ar¬ 
gument. I could be (shudder) WRONG. 

I could be completely off-base with my 
take on this. My gut instinct is that if you 
sign to make $800,000 from a company, 
you do what that company asks you to 
do, but perhaps I’m missing something 
obvious. I’m quite used to publishing 
minority opinions. After all, 12 Los 
Angeles jurors think I’m wrong about 
this. Now that I think about it, that may 
be the biggest argument in my favor. 
After all, 12 Los Angeles County jurors 
thought that O.J. Simpson didn’t kill his 
wife, but THAT is a topic for another 
holiday. Merry Llhristmas!

I years later a friend from 
Quebec was visiting in the 
area and inquired about 
Mr. Trew’s grave, certain 
he had died, but learned in¬ 
stead the rector was very 
much alive. 

In Sierra Madre Miss 
Frances Hawks, a devout 
Episcopalian, had arrived 
here in September of 1881, 
the year the town was 
■ founded, with her elderly 
mother. Determined to 
have a church here, in 
1885 she donated a half 
acre of her land for the 
Ascension Church. A 
frame church was con¬ 
structed at a cost of 
$1,760. Rev. Trew would 
drive up to Sierra Madre 
on a Sunday after perform¬ 
ing services at his own 
church in San Gabriel and 
conduct a weekly service 
at three thirty in the after¬ 
noon at this Sierra Madre 
church. His wife played a 
borrowed organ and sang. 

Then on October 10, 

1987 a “devil wind” tore 
through Sierra Madre- 
how familiar we are with 
such a wind- and caused 
the church to collapse. 

Rev. Trew was in¬ 
formed and drove up to the 
ruins. With Frances 
Hawks and other parishio¬ 
ner, they determined to re¬ 
build, this time a stronger 
church. Money was raised 
and English architect, 

Ernest A Coxhead, known 
for his churches, was 
hired. The new church, 
made of stone, hauled 
from the wash and Dou- 
\ glas Fir was completed in 
1888 at a cost of $5000. 

\ On June 28,1991 disas¬ 
ter struck again with seri¬ 
ous earthquake damage 
and the possibility the 
church would be torn 
down. Fortunately, a new 
technique used to fortify 
the walls and bell tower 
was used, the beautifully 
restored church was reded¬ 
icated on March 29, 1992 
with great strength, now in 
its second millennium. 

The Church of the An¬ 
geles, also by Coxhead, 
was built by Mrs. Alex¬ 
ander Cambell-Johnstone 
as a memorial to her hus¬ 
band. The area was known 
as Garvanza and the 
church is on three beauti¬ 
ful acres of the former 
Rancho San Rafael which 
her husband owned and 
developed. The interior 
walls are red pressed 
bricks with a redwood ceil¬ 
ing. It’s magnificent me¬ 
morial window is consid¬ 
ered one of the finest ex¬ 
amples of stained glass in 
America. The church suf¬ 
fered earthquake damage 
to the tower in 1971 but 
fortunately the interior 
was spared.

Road in San Gabriel, is the 
oldest. This was the first 
Protestant church in San 
Gabriel Valley, completed 
in 1872. It is often referred 
to as “the Patton Church.” 

Next is our own special 
gem in Sierra Madre, the 
church of the Ascension, 
built in 1888 on the comer 
of Baldwin and Laurel. It 
is on the Register of His¬ 
toric Places. The third 
church is the Church of the 
Angels, 1889, at 1100 N. 
Avenue 64, Pasadena. All 
three have survived bleak 
times, low attendance, 
earthquake damage, etc. 
and have emerged into the 
healthy status they enjoy 
today. 

The Church of Our Sav¬ 
ior owes it’s establishment 
to a Mrs. Amos Vinton 
(Frances) of Providence, 
Rhode Island. After the

LaSalle Boys Soccer 
Team Plays Tough

The Arcadia boys soccer team completed a weekend 
run to the championship of the Wilson High School 
Invitational Soccer Tournament with a 2-1 win over 
Schurr on Monday night under the lights. The victory 
followed Saturday wins over La Puente and Perris to 
advance to the final, and improves the Apaches’ sea¬ 
son record 8-0-2. Arcadia outscored its opponents 18- 
3 in the tournament, and was able to continue to win 
despite illness and injuries causing them to play signif¬ 
icant minutes without key starters, allowing them to 
develop more depth as they await the Don Lugo Tour¬ 
nament that begins on 12-27.

Midfielder Jorge Me¬ 
lendez broke the ice at the 25 minute mark with a blast 
from 25 yards out that Schurr goalie Jorge Jimenez was 
not able to handle. Three minutes later, Osamu 
Sawanabori converted a penalty kick awarded after 
striker Travis Cutler was taken down in the box, and 
the Apaches had a 2-0 lead. Despite out-shooting Schurr 
20 to 11 based on a superb passing game. All Arcadia 
could come up with was a few near-misses the rest of 
the way. Schurr forward Eduardo Gomez got loose at 
the 77 minute mark and went in alone on goalie Brad 
McEachem, narrowing the score to the final margin.

McEach¬ 
em had one save and Schultz had two, as the Apaches 
out-shot La Puente 21-4. 

The Apaches came out flat in the afternoon semi¬ 
final game against an aggressive Perris team, and were 
deadlocked 0-0 at halftime. Slowed again by injury and 
illness, they responded to Catlett’s halftime challenge 
and picked up their intensity in the second half. Bravo 
opened the scoring at the 47 minute mark (assist 
Swanabori), but Perris tied the score less than two min¬ 
utes late, heading in a Fanous throw-in, and Bravo add¬ 
ed the insurance goal five minutes after that by convert¬ 
ing a chip from Buckmaster. McEachem recorded 2 
saves and Schultz had 5 for Arcadia.

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The Importance of Winning

If there was one sporting event that I would not have 
missed in 1997, one that provided enjoyment and uplift¬ 
ed me while also prodding me to think, it was the con¬ 
trasting AYSO soccer seasons of my 9 and 12 year old 
sons. 

I don’t mean to imply that the Florida Marlins win¬ 
ning the World Series and the Chicago Bulls winning a 
fifth championship didn’t provoke thought or that the 
antics of Dennis Rodman weren’t amusing. Its just that 
these are professional athletes who have progressed well 
beyond the bounds of playing for the purity of sport and 
the lessons to be learned from competition. After a 
steady diet of professional sports you find yourself ask¬ 
ing “Is that all there is?’’. You question the resources and 
energy expended on sports and search for the values ,if 
any, that they teach. You wonder if there is anything 
about games and competition, beyond the pure escap¬ 
ism of entertainment that really matters. 

I think there is and I think I saw the seeds of it this 
past fall. 

I’m not going to bore you with the details of the sea¬ 
son for it is the end result that provokes thought. My 
youngest son. Matt, has been plagued by bad teams his 
whole soccer career. Bad coaches, bad players, losing 
seasons, it happens. This year he hit the jackpot, a great 
coach, good players, and a winning season. Right from 
the start they won and continued to win week after week 
throughout the season ending up with a 8-1 -2 record and 
a second seed in the playoffs. Terrific! 

My oldest son, Ryan, by contrast has almost always 
been on good teams, has consistently enjoyed winning 
seasons, often contended for first place and has even 
achieved some notable successes in post season play. 
This year was different. A demoralizing 1-3 start and the 
prospect of having to still play a number of strong teams 
made for more than a few bleak Saturdays. Then it hap¬ 
pened, a win, then another, and another. A complete turn¬ 
around, as the team went undefeated in its last seven 
games, finished with a 6-3-2 record, barely missed end¬ 
ing up in first place and is poised for an exciting play¬ 
off series. Terrific! 

Two different teams, each with a son having a differ¬ 
ent history of winning, each taking a different path to a 
winning season. 

By the time kids turn nine or ten winning becomes the 
thought for the game, every game. That’s a discourag¬ 
ing prospect for a lot of parents, but its all right with me. 
It’s a natural enough instinct, and it is now that my sons 
uiil begin to Icum some ol the more vivid lessons that 
organized sport has to offer. They will no longer be play¬ 
ing, they will now be competing and growing up. They 
will learn to follow rules, to be dependable, to practice. 
They will learn that sports are meritocracies-the better 
players play, and the better one plays the more playing 
time one gets. They will also learn that meritocracies hurt 
feelings. They will learn that a will does not always find 
a way, but that sometimes it does. They will start to learn 
about teamwork and sportsmanship, both good and bad. 
With luck they will learn what it’s like to play for a great 
coach with a gravely voice, whom they both trust and 
fear utterly, and whom they will remember for the rest 
of their lives. 

“Hilllll! You move like a dinosaur! Take a lap!” 

I envy my sons these lessons and discoveries, even 
the painful ones, for many of these lessons are ones that 
escaped me in my youth. 

I can already tell that my sons are competitors. I once 
asked Ryan which he would rather have, $100,000 for 
winning a championship, or a trophy. Without hesitation 
the answer came back “a trophy” along with a quizzical 
look silently asking “Why would you even ask such a 
question?”. A competitor may or may not be talented. 
But a competitor cares about winning and tries like hell, 
becau.se a competitor is someone who faces up to the fun¬ 
damental truth that it may only be game, but the purpose 
of the game is to win. That’s why we keep score, to see 
who wins. 

Any game at any level. The purpose is to win. This is 
not to say that winning is the only thing, as Vince Lom¬ 


bardi did, for winning is merely the goal. It is the means 
of achieving that goal that’s important to a young per¬ 
son, the athletic equivalent to analytical thinking. How 
you practice, how you prepare, how you conduct your¬ 
self in the heat of competition. That’s what I would like 
my sons to learn through sports. Still there must be a 
commitment to winning. Because if the effort to win is 
missing, then none of the rest matters. Obeying the rules 
doesn’t matter. Being a reliable teammate doesn’t mat¬ 
ter. Practicing hard doesn’t matter. Having a good coach 
doesn’t matter. All these matter only if the players at¬ 
tach importance to winning. 

I had the opportunity a few years ago, when Ryan was 
9, to assist a really fine person in coaching my son’s 
soccer team. After the first practice the coach was giv¬ 
ing the usual talk to the kids and parents about how we 
were going to play hard, get to know each other, become 
a team, have fun, etc, etc, etc,. Then he concluded by 
saying “We’re also going to win, because one of the be.st 
ways to have fun is to win”. I’ve never forgotten that. 
This was a coach that understood and cared about win¬ 
ning. It shows in the success of his teams. 

If no one really cared, if every one were just out there 
for a lark, well what would be the value in that? We learn 
something from winning and something else from los¬ 
ing. But what do we learn from not caring? 

It’s possible of course that I am wrong. It is possible 
that we already take organized sports too seriously and 
that our school systems are right when they cut their 
athletic budgets in time of financial crunch. Fewer 
sports, fewer teams, fewer coaches, fewer playing fields 
to maintain, fewer participants. They’re only games af¬ 
ter all. 

I don’t know though. I recall something that Mike 
Reid the professional golfer once observed: “Sports are 
like life with the volume turned up.” The successes are 
immediate and tangible, the disappointments are keen¬ 
er, the lessons more lasting, the friendships more mem¬ 
orable. It all makes for pretty rich stew from which to 
partake. 

The important thing is that .sport instills in a child the 
aspiration to be more than he is. That is the precious 
nugget that lies in the heart of every kid kicking a ball 
or swinging a bat or making an end run. When a young 
person starts trying to be the best that he or she can be 
because of a game, then the game matters, winning mat¬ 
ters. It matters enough to make a father want to contin¬ 
ue to watch the passing years from the grass lined side¬ 
lines cheering on his children. 


Children in Athletics: Where do 
you draw the line? 


A thirty-something year old father arrived at the pe¬ 
diatric offices of John Mangoni, M.D., wanting to know 
what was wrong with his son. When the doctor entered 
the examining room, the child lay listless, visibly ex¬ 
hausted, lacking energy. 

“He has a baseball game tonight and I don’t want him 
to miss it, but he seems ill so I don’t know what to do, 
said the father. Mangoni proceeded to ask questions of 
the young child and learned he was involved not only in 
baseball but hockey and basketball as well. He was be¬ 
ing pushed to the limits, was clearly exhausted, and sim¬ 
ply could not nor would not find the energy to go to his 
ba,seball game that night. 

“When a child becomes disinterested in attending a 
practice or a game, or shows signs of weakness or ex¬ 
haustion, it is time to take a look at all the activities on 
his or her plate and evaluate if the child is involved in 
too many things,” says Mangoni. “So many times I en¬ 
counter a parent who has brought in a child with a sore 
throat and the parent insists the child should play in the 
game that night because he or she is the star of the team 
and would die if the game was missed. I then look at the 
child and see complete disinterest and wonder who it is 
that really wants to participate in the sport, the parent 
or the child,” adds Mangoni, a pediatrician and official 
chair-elect of Pediatrics at Huntington Memorial Hos¬ 
pital in Pasadena. 

If your child is completely motivated and excited 
about playing in a chosen sport the most important fac¬ 
tor to keep in mind is making sure the child has fun. 
Don’t emphasize the “winning isn’t everything, it’s the 
only thing” attitude because it sets the child up for fail¬ 
ure and could be psychologically damaging. “All mis¬ 
takes during a game or practice should be met with en¬ 
couragement and the young athletes should be praised 
for their efforts whenever possible,” says Mangoni. 

According to Mangoni, children under the age of sev¬ 
en and eight don’t have the necessary coordination to 
handle the complex movements or quick reflexes asso¬ 
ciated with basketball or football. This is a good age to 
involve them in T-ball or soccer. “When they are nine 
or ten, the child will be more successful at basketball or 
football because their reflex times are decreasing and 
balance skills are increasing,” says Mangoni. “It is crit¬ 
ical to not push the child to hard. If you have to give any¬ 
thing more than a gentle encouragement to get them into 
a sport it is an indication they are not ready to play,” adds 
Mangoni.

at one time can be difficult, especially if the little ath¬ 
lete is enthusiastic and motivated to play everything. “I 
emphasize that school work is most important If sports 
begin to interfere with homework and die grades start 
to slip, it is a signal that too much extracurricular activ¬ 
ity is scheduled. The other very important consideration 
is keeping the family unit intact. If the family unit is 
being broken in two because of too many practices, then 
remove a sport,” adds Mangoni. 

Life should not revolve around the “star athlete” in 
the family. If one child is constantly in the spotlight, the 
pressure can be suffcKating and the lack of attention to 
other children in the family can be damaging as well. 

As a parent, one of the hardest things to do is to step 
back and let the child live his or her own athletic life. 
We tend to live vicariously through our kids and push 
them too hard so that we can bask in their glory. This 
can lead to a parent being obsessive with excessive con¬ 
ditioning that includes distance running and weight lift¬ 
ing. “ Only during the puberty ages of 14 or 15 should a 
child begin doing any distant running or weight lifting, 
this kind of intensive training at earlier ages can affect 
the long bones and growth plates, hindering or damag¬ 
ing their normal growth,” added Mangoni. 

What if your child is not interested in any sports and 
just wants to be a couch potato all day? Mangoni sug¬ 
gests an outing to the park where the child can run and 
play. Take along a bicycle or ball to encourage increased 
physical activity. 

If you consider a long-term view, most of this sports 
issue revolves around the child’s psychological well be¬ 
ing. If the young athlete becomes a victim of the parent’s 
obsessiveness, is over-exercised or has unnecessary 
pressures put on him or her as being the “star athlete,” 
the psychological ramifications come into play during 
the important high school and college years. “ I can’t 
reinforce how important it is not to push these kids too 
hard during their pre-pubescent years,” says Mangoni. 

Additional factors to consider when a child should 
quit a sport, according to Mangoni, begin with the abu¬ 
sive coach. “ If the coach is verbally abusive or constant¬ 
ly displays negativity in the coaching skills, there should 
be no other choice than to pull the child off the team. 
Another signal is if the child is manifesting stress-relat¬ 
ed symptoms such as depression, stomachaches, head¬ 
aches or sudden illnesses before the game. These are sig¬ 
nals telling you loud and clear that “ I don’t want to play 
this sport.” 

Keep in mind that the most serious injuries occur 
during football, with wrestling, gymnastics and ice hock¬ 
ey following. Late maturing adolescents should delay 
entering collision sports against physically mature chil¬ 
dren. Boxing has the highest risk of brain damage, there¬ 
fore no young person should participate in this sport. 
Trampolines should be avoided at all costs because the 
highest rate of catastrophic neck injuries occur while 
participating in this seemingly friendly exercise. Final¬ 
ly, young distance runners should use caution, because 
damage to the growth plates, stress fractures, knee prob¬ 
lems and delay in the menses for women are all classic 
problems experienced by these athletes. 

“ Remember, if your child comes in all suited up and 
ready for the game without you having to ask him or her 
to change, the motivation is there to continue in sports. 
If you are constantly battling with an urunotivated child 
who shows little interest in the sport at hand, don’t push. 
Having fun in sports with gentle encouragement is the 
key,” stresses Mangoni.
